The Engineers Threaten to Join Them 
—Traffic Impeded. 

Winwipre, March 20.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| The Canadian Pacific 
strike has taken a more serious phase 
tonight, owing to the fact that the 
engineers have threatened to go out, as 
they object to carfying ‘‘scab’’ crews.

The 
Democratic managers knew this early 
in the evening and changed the ballot 
necessary to elect Cleveland. 

‘‘Ben Butler was running that year 
on the third ticket, and poiled several 
thousand laborgotes in New York city. 
It was the easiest thing in the world for 
the ballot.thieves to turn the Butler 
ballots oger to Cleveland. This was 
actually Wome. Quay unearthed the 
fact before h@ had long been in com- 
mand, and the overy received the 
indorsement of Gen. Butler himself. 

‘‘Three days before the election the 
sum of $215,000 was handed over to 
the Democratic workers inthe State, 
above the Harlem River. This was en- 
tirely separate from the amount used 
by Tammany in the city.”’

All Doubts as to the Man’s Identity 
Finally Dispelled. 


Other Foreign News—The Story of an Alli- 
ance Between Argentine and the 
United States Reiterated—An- 
archists Very Active. 


By Telegraph to The Times, 

(Australia,) Match 20.—[By 
Cable and the Associated Press. | 
Deeming was again before the magis- 
trate today.

Deeming’s luggage has been exam- 


ined. Among the articles found were a 


card certifying to the membership of 
Emily Mather in the Rainhill Band of 
Hope, a time-table of trains between 
Rainhill and Liverpool, an auto ge 
album belonging to Emily Mather, a 
book of addresses of persons in En- 
gland, a pocketbook bearing the mono- 
gram, ‘‘B.F.D.,’> Masonic apron simi- 
larly lettered, a silver cardcase and a 
prayer-book containing the name 
‘Emily.”’ Among the addresses noted 
are ‘‘McDonald, New York, Birken- 
head:’’ ‘‘Marshall, New York,” and 
others of persons in Hull, Liverpool 
and Hartlepool, proving the identity of 
Williams, Deeming, Lawson, etc. 

It is learned that Deeming, who de- 
clared that his name was Swanston, 
confessed to the police that heis the 
same man who lived at Windsor, a 
suburb of Melbourne, under the name of 
Williams. Evidence is daily accumu- 
lating showing that the past life of 
Deeming was one of constant fraud and 
robbery carried on under the pretence 
of wealth and good standing. 

March 20.—Thousands 
visited Rainhill today.

CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 


Congressman Andrew's Plan for Non- 
Partisan Appointments. 

Wasuineton, March 20.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.| Representative An- 
drew of Boston has completed his re- 
port upon his bill ‘‘to exclude political 
influence in the employment of laborers 
under authority of the United States,”’ 
and will submit it to the House to- 
morrow. The bill will affect some 
21,000 employés and will require that 
henceforth they shall be appointed or 
employed without regard to political 
considerations. The system contem.- 
plated by the bill will not require cer- 
tifications through the Civil Service 
Commission. The only purpose of the 
legislation Mr. Andrew points out is to 
compel the appointment of properly 
qualified men in the order of their ap- 
plication without delay by cumbersome 
machinery. Andrew says that of 173,- 
760 employés in the Executive Depart- 
ment only 30,726 are subject to com- 
petitive examination. 

The bill proposes a wide extension 
and simplification of the non-partisan 
system at much less cost than hereto- 
fore. It is not proposedto require com- 
petitive examinations for scholastic 
tests for laborers. The rules according 


to which they are to be employed are 


left to the discretion of the Civil Ser- 
vice Commission, but it is intended that 
the rules shall simply provide for the 
physical fitness andgood character of 
the applicants. No more labor will be 
required on the part of the appointing 
officers than at present. When the sys- 
tem is thoroughly left to the discretion 
of the Civil Service Commission they 
will inquire into technical skill by sim- 
ple and practical tests. Where neces- 
sary, when the emergencies of the case 
necessitate it, employment may be 
given without the system of registra- 
tion.

Over $25,000 Offered for the Vote of 
One Senator. 


He Tells the Story of the Attempt to Buy

Jersey Justice, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
New York, March 20.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Last Friday the Herald 

charged the use of a corruption fund of 
at least $8,000,000, raised by inter- 
ested capitalists and stock jobbers, to 
secure the passage of the bill legalizing 
the Reading combine. Today the Her- 
ald returns to the subject and . 
states that ‘“‘more than half of the 
hideous secret is laid bare.” ‘There 
was bribery,’’ it adds, ‘‘and enormous 
bribery at that. Proof of it is furnished 
on the word of State Senator Maurice 
Alexander Rogers of Camden county, 
and his word will be accepted unques- 
tionably from one end of the State to 
the other.”’ 

Senator Rogers of New Jersey, in an 
interview at Camden, is quoted as say- 
iug that at 10:30 a.m. on the day the 
bill passed he was offered and, refused 
$10,000 for his vote for the bill. The 
agent returned and offered more than 
#25,000, though Rogers does not state 
the exact figures. 

Senator Rogers was asked to expose 
the man whotried to bribe him. He 
replied: ‘‘People may blame me for 
withholding the name, but i would te 
causing greater pain to my feelings ifI 
told it than any public praise could as- 
suage. Isattherein the Senate anl 
saw the bill pass, knowing that many 
votes were bought. I suspected bribéry 
before, but then Iknew it. I was ale 
most stunned and did not know what 
to do. 

‘‘The bill came up and Senator Gard- 
ner, in a speech, showed clearly that it 
was a most outrageous piece of legisla- 
tion, forcing on the people a monopoly 
of a necessary of life and providing for 
the arbitrary confiscation of the stock 
of shareholders who objected. Not a 
word was said on the other side. They 
simply voted it through and that was 
the end of it.’’ 


NEBRASKA DEMOCRATS. 
They Will Try to Fuse With the Farmers’

Cuaicaao, March 20. —[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]| A committee of promi- 
nent members of the Jacksonian Club of 
Omaha arrived today to make arrange- 
ments for quartering 1000 enthusiastic 
Democrats to the National Convention. 
Two of the committee are for Hill and 
the rest for Cleveland, with Boies as 
second choice. ‘‘Nebraska will send an 
instructed delegation,’’ said Mr.

HE LET NOTHING GET AWAY. 


Another Transaction in Which Justice 
Ross Has Figured. 

The last bad break of Justice Ross of 
Pico “eights in committing a harmless 
old cripple named Suckline to the 
County Jail, on a trumped-up charge of 
cruelty to animals, has revived interest 
in another transaction in which Ross 
figured in a very discreditable way and 
which is yet likely to cause him cousid- 
erable trouble, as Supervisor Davis and 
other prominent citizens on the Heights 
are determined to see the matter 
through the courts. 

Some months ago a family named Van 
Hysen, consisting of a man, his wife and 
two or three small children, lived on 
Pico Heights near Ross’ house. The 
man and his wife were both invalids 
and could do but little, and the Super- 
visors allowed the family $15 a month 
from the indigent fund. Mrs. Van Hy- 
sen died and the children were sent to 
relatives, when Ross came forward and 
offered to take care of Van Hysen for 
$10amonth, which was allowed and 
the old man moved over to Ross’ house. 
Shortly after Van Hysen asked to be 
removed to the poorhouse, as he said 
the treatment he received was more 
than he could stand, and, after an 
investigation, his wish was complied 
with. The investigation also brought 
out some other facts and the case was 
laid before the grand jury, but for some 
reason that bodytook noaction. It was 
ascertained that Van Hysen had a team 
of horses, a wagon and some little per- 
sonal property, besides a Government 
claim in Antelope Valley. It was fur- 
ther ascertained that the team, etc., 
had been sold and that Ross, as guard- 
ian tor Van Hysen, had traded the 
claim off for a lot on Pico Heights, 
with some $300 or $400, which had 
been put in Ross's wife’s name. On 
looking up this transaction it was 
found that Ross had charged two com- 
missions for making the transaction, 
one to Van Hysen and the other to the 
man with whom he made the trade. 
When further pressed, Ross said there 
was nothing due Van Huysen or his 
children, as he charged the old man 
$20 a month for his board, besides 
the $10 paid by the Supervisors.

ATTEMPTED JAIL BREAK. 


Latest Feat of the Notorious 


Crockers. 
They Almost Sueceed in Securing 
Their Freedom, 


The Plot Betrayed by One of the 
Prisoners. 


Prompt and Effective Measures Taken by 
Sheriff Gibson—One More Night 
Would Have Been Suf- 
ficient. 


The notorious Crocker brothers, 
George and Joseph, who have as many 
aliases as they have fingers and toes, 
have given the County Jail officials and 
Sheriff Gibson more trouble than all the 
rest of the prisoners put together. The 
two men, who are under indictment for 
soeaery, have been in almost every jail 
on the Coast and have served terms in 
San Quentin, and are among the smooth- 
est jail birds in the United States, 
They are known to the authorities in 
almost every city of any importance in 
the United States and they do not hesi- 
tate to tell the officers at the County 
Jail that they have walked out of better 
jails without the assistance of the law, 

They have informed Sheriff Gibson 
and his right-hand men on more than 
one occasion that the Los Angeles 
County Jail cannot hold one side of 
them when they get ready to walk out, 

They came very near carrying their 
threat out night before last, and it ig 
more than possible that they would have 
succeeded had it not been for another 
prisoner, who gave them away one 
night last week. He simply informed 
Sheriff Gibson that some of the men 
were trying to get out, but he would nog 
give the names of the rascals, no# 
would he point out the place where the 
men were at: work. 

Sheriff Gilison had no idea of the exe 
tent of the plot to break jail, but he bes 
lieved that the Crockers were the ring» 
leaders, and as there are quite a ntitle 
ber of desperate men in the jail at pres- 
ent he determined to take no chances, 
so he picked out his best men, Under 
Sheriff Moran, Capt. Barham, Deteetiv 
Russell, Detective Cruz and Deputi 
Frank Hannon and G. Gibson and told 
them what was up. 

These men, with Gibson in the lead, 
armed themselves with express messen- 
ger shotguns and were stationed at 
various points around the jail so that 
every window and door could be 


.| guarded. 


The officers took their places at an 
early hour Friday night and shortl 
after 7 o’clock they located the jail- 
breakers in the north side of the bufld- - 
ing next tothe Courthouse. The Crock- 
ers are located in the D department on 
the third floor, and as the work was 
going on at their window Mr. Cibson 
became satisfied that they were the 
guilty parties, but he was anxious té 
find out the names of the other conspir- 
ators, so he allowed themto go on with 
their work until 8 o’clock, the hour for 
locking all prisoners up in the inner 
tanks. 

The jailers made their regular rounds 
and the Crockers were lockedup. They 


showed no signs of having 
.work onthe iron: bars with burglar 


saws, and the turnkeys locked them in 
without saying a word. £ 

All day Saturday aclose watch was 
kept on the jail, but the Crockets did 
not go near the window they were 
working on Friday night. They kept 
perfectly quiet during the day, but as 
soon as it became dark Saturday night 
the outside guard saw the two men slip 
up to the window and goto work. Ina 
few minutes the guard saw one of the 
Crockers place one of the window 
weights which he had just taken ont of 
the window casing between the large 
bars that they had been sawing and try 
to break it. Just at this minute the 
gong sounded for the prisoners to enter 
their cells, and the Crockers pei 
replaced the weight and their tools a 
were locked up. | 

Mr. Gibson was afraid to wait any 
longer, so he and his six deputies en- 
tered the jail and the Crockers were 
taken out of their cell and searched, 
They found a rope twelve feet long, 
made from blankets in the cell, and 
four saws that the Crockers had manne 
factured from three caseknives anda 
butcher-knife. One of the saws was on 
George Crocker’s person and the other 
three were found in the casing of the 
window, with the weight and a small 
file, used in making the saws. 

One of the bars had been sawed from 
both sides, but one cut was a little 
higher than the other and that is the 
reason the bar did not give way when 
the window weight was used. Had the 
sawing been true the boys would have 
removed the bar, and their blanket rope 
would have been used Saturday night, 

When they found that their scheme 
to escape was discovered they swore 
like troopers and declared that the of- 
ficers never would have heard of it had 
it not been for some prisoner who gave 
them away. 

‘‘We have worked out of better jails 
than this one,’’ said George Crocker, 
‘and you fellows are not sharp enough 
tohold us. It is true that you, have 
headed us off this time, but we will fool 
you yet, so you had just as well make up 
your minds tocome up here some fine 
morning and find us missing. We are 
not going tothe ‘pen’ for a few stink- 
ing little forgeries that we never had 
anything todo with, and we will fool 
you yet.” 

The men have been changed to steel 
tanks, anda closer watch will be kept 
on the jail now than ever. 


QUITE AN ITEM, 


The County's Wealth Increased by a Lump 
Sum of $32,482.41. 

Some few months ago the attention 
of the Board of Supervisors of this 
county was called to the fact that un- 
der the laws of this State all claims 
made by indigents, who are over the 
age of 60 years, are paid by the State 
from a special fund appropriated for 
that purpose, and the board employed 
its informant at a stated commission to 
hunt up all such claims that had been 
paid by the county, and make a formal 
demand upon the State Treasurer for 
the amount so expended. Nothing was 
heard of the matter for some time, but 
Saturday afternoon County Recorder 
Kelly received a dispatch from San 
Francisco to the effect that the Board 
of Examiners had allowed most of these 
claims. The dispatch reads as follows: 

“Claim of Los Angeles county against 
the State for money paid out by count 
for indigents outside ‘of hospitals al- 
lowed, for $823,482.41.’’

England’s Coal Supply Failing. 

It is probable that the recent strike of 
coal workers and the attendant coal 
famine in England has something more 
serious at the bottom than a mere dis- 
agreement as to wages. It is said on 
good authority that the supply of coal 
in the United Kingdom is rapidly becom- 
ing exhausted. This knowledge, which 
is gradually coming home to the people 
of the “‘right little, tight little isle,”’ is 
the real reason why the shortage insup- 
ply created such a veritable panic and 
raised prices beyond all precedent. As 
early as 1866 John Stuart Mill, the 
philosopher, then a member of Parlia- 
ment, made a speech, inthe course of 
which he pointed out that, according to 
some expert estimates, the known sup- 
ply available at a less depth than 4000 
feet from the surface of the ground 
would be all used up in three or four 
generations; and that as yet no means 
had been found for safely or profitably 
working mines below that depth. 

This speeeh produced a tremendous 
impression. Mr. Gladstone, then Chan- 


Mill's foreboding and said that, if things 
continued as they then were, by the 
year 1970 there would be no coal left 
in Great Britain. Although a royal 
commission, which was appointed dur- 
ing the great consequent excitement of 
the year 1866, made a report postpon- 
ing the dreadful day to about 300 years 
from that. date, this more pleasing 
prospect was obtained by supposing a 
number of thimgs—e. g’, that, as many 
geologists believed, coal would be 
found under the new’ red sandstone, 
that advancing science would make 
deeper mining possible, that consump- 
tion would be economized im future; and 
so On. : 
However, it was only six years later, 
in 1872, when some of the best mines 
actually gave out and the price of coal 
went up to a figure hitherto unheard of. 
It has been tending upward ever since, 
until now another sharp increase has 
taken place. Those pleasing hopes 
about the new red sandstone and the 
rest have not been realized, though the 
hopes remain. Nearly one of Mill’s 
‘three or four generations”’ has passed ; 
the child that is born this year will not 
need to attain the age of Gladstone in 
order to see the year set by that great 
statesman for ail the coal to be gone. 
Apparently the time is soon coming 
when ‘“‘to carry coals to Newcastle”’ 
will be a good business venture. 


The Advantage ofa Cheap Fare. 


By the middle of next May the Santa 
Fé Railroad will be able to reduce its 
second-class rate from the Missouri 
River to this Coast from $85 to $24.30, 
or thereabouts, in accordance with the 
ninety-days notice recently served on 
the Transcontinental Association. In 
doing this it cuts off the $10.70 com- 
mission now paid to middlemen and 
gives the traveling public the benefit of 
it. If the Santa Fé’s plans in this re- 
spect carry we may look for a similar 
reduction on the Southern Pacific line. 
It needs only the inauguration of cheap 
fares to start another rush of people to 
California. . This winter the roll of 
visitors has been fuller than for several 
winters past. Los Angeles has been 
pretty well filled, and the hotels and 
boarding-houses have done a thriving 
business. It has beena matter of gen- 
eral complaint that tenements within a 
reasonable distance of the center were 
almost unobtainable. Pasadena and 
other neighboring cities, in favor as 
winter resorts have been filled to the 
ranning over stage. The rush, it may 
be said, has fairly commenced. Given 
now cheap railroad fares and it would 
swell to the proportions of a higera 
from the East. 

It should not be supposed that a reduc- 
tion in second-class rates attracts only 
the poorer classes of people. Many 
who are well-todo adopt this method 
of travel when going long - dis- 
tances, be¢ause. they think they 
cannot save $10 or so a day more 
easily. With the second-class cars now 
in use and uuder the control of the 
Pullman company, with the same regu- 
lations and accommodations of the reg- 
ulation sleeper except that the cars 
are not upholstered, they provide them- 
selves with hampers of provisions and 
other little personal conveniences, and 
make the trip comfortably and.at an 
expense which isreally trifling. A cut 
in second-class-rates is likely to bring

The Different Plans of the Engineers and 
of the Majority Report. 

A comparison of the ‘trecommenda- 
tions’’ prepared by the engineers of the

In the meantime his last wife, 
Mrs. Hamilton Maria Taylor, is trying her 
best to get some of her money back. 
Through her lawyer, Louis Mathot, she is 
suing in acity court for the recovery of 
$850 she had giventoTavlor. Inspector 
Byrnes has $650 belonging to him, and she 
ds in a hurry to get that sum, which she says 
is really all hers, before his other wives 
come forward and claim a share. 

A matrimonial newspaper was found in 
Taylor's satchel. It contains personals 
| from almost every State im the Union, 
marked in places by some one who wished 
to marry old but beautiful and extremely 
affectionate women. The personals, which 
are numbered, are worth reading. Here 
are a few of them: 

No. 104, Ohio—I ama blonde woman of 
37, a widow, but gay and fond of 
a loving man; can sing Moore's melodies 
and play onthe piano. Friends say I am 
beautiful, but I don’t admit that. Honesty 
is more than beauty; own $7500 in my own 
right; would marry an honorable middie- 
aged man. 

No. 157, Virginia—Am a lonely woman of 
39, and worth $13,000; am looking 
fora man of 50; friends say I am ex- 
tremely beautiful, andam 130 pounds in 
weight and five feet four inchesin height. 

No. 309, Indiana--My name is connected 
with the most aristocratic families of the 
South. I am 41, but am young enough 
in appearance to be 35.

RAILROAD AFFAIRS. 
Southern Pacific Trainmen to 
Give More Trouble. 
All on Account of the Question of Pay 
for Deadheading. 


The Luxurious Way of Traveling in 
Private Cars. 


A New Passing Order on the Southern 


Pacific—A Special Excursion East- 
ward—General and Lo- 
cal Notes. 


Within twenty days the Southern Pa- 


cific Company will have another Griev- 


ance Committee on its hands from the 
trainmen, says the San Francisco Call. 
Daily conferences are now being heid 
in Oakland between members of the Or- 
der of Railway Conductors and the 
Order of Railway Trainmen for the pur- 
pose of formulating a new wage sched- 
ule. When this is completed it will be 
presented to the company, and, if satis- 
faction is not obtained the matter will 
go before the General Grievance Com- 
mitteeof the orders interested in the 
move. The complaints seem to be gen- 
eralinthe matter of pay for ‘‘dead- 
head’’ service, and on the Visalia di- 
vision the men are very bitter on the 
mileage question. Last spring the 
division headquarters were removed 
from Tulare to Fresno, increasing 


the run about forty-five miles. 
The men asked for extra pay 
for this increased mileage, but 


they were promptly refused, A com- 
mittee from the engineers sent a 
petition to Fourth and Townsend 
streets, but still the officials would not 
yield. Finally the matter went before 
the General Grievance Committee of 
the brotherhood, and the members 
were ordered to assemble in this city. 
After tendays of determined effort a 
revised schedule was adopted in which 
the company agreed to pay for the extra 
mileage. Thetrainmen were not. in- 
cluded in the compact, though making 
the same number of miles per day as the 
engineers, and they now propose to fol- 
low in the footsteps of their brother 
employés. The subject of pay for 
‘‘deadhead”’ service has been a source 
of complaint for a number of years on 
the Southern Pacific. Nearly all East- 
ern roads allow half time for this ser- 
vice, and the Union Pac fi’ @ brought 
iu.v sue about two years ag». A mar

Silver and Treaties to be the Topies 
in Congress This Week. 


Senator Hill Now Meditating a Raid 
on the West. 


Gen. Miles Talks Freely on the Needs of 
the Army and National Guard—The 
Washington Invalids all 
Improving.

Wasuineton, March 20.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.} One of the most popn- 
lar features of the coming quadro-cen- 
tennial celebration in honor of the dis- 
covery of America, will be the proposed 
grand review of the navies of the world 
in Hampton Roads or New York Harbor. 
It has been more or less neglected, but 
has receiv. d an impetus by the organi- 
zation of a board of promotion of citi- 
zens. Hon. J. M. Curry, president of 
the board, says their work will be to se- 
cure the codperation of Boards of Trade 
and the cities of the Atlantic and Gulf 
Coast andthe necessary legislation by 
Congress, 

The exercises at the review will be 
under the auspices of the Government. 
Some forty-seven men-of-war, besides 
those of otherconntries. are expected 
to take partinthe review. The list of 
American ships includes the New York, 
Maine, Puritan, Monterey, Amphitrite. 
Miantonomoh, Monadnock, Terror, the 
harbor defense ram, cruiser No. 6, Chi- 
cago, Baltimore. Philadelphia, Newark, 
San Francisco, Charleston, cruiser No. 
12, Montgomery, Detroit, cruiser No. 
11,-Machias, gunboat No. 6, practice 
cruiser. Boston, Atlanta, Yorktown, 
Concord, Bennington, Petrol, Dolphin, 
torpedo boat No. 1, torpedo boat No. 2. 

In addition to these a number of 
wooden ships will also probably be in 
commission at the time of the review, 
such as the Lancaster, Iroquois, Yantic, 
Jamestown, Marion, Thetis. Adams, 
Alliance, Kearsarge, Monongahela, Mo- 
hican, Essex and Portsmouth. It is 
thonzht the, review will be a standing 
advertisement for the Exposition from 
the time the feets leave Europe until 
the suests reach Chicago. 


CONGRESSIONAL FORECASTE. 


Silver Will Occapy the Mouse and Treaties 
the Seanie. 

WasnHiIneton, March 20.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| The proceedings in 
the House during the coming-week will 
be more than usually interesting, as the 
Bland silver bill is the special order 
for three days, beginning Tuesday. 
Tomorrow the Army Appropriation Bill 
will be called up and consideration of 
the Bland bill commenced. A great 
niany meinbers Gesire to speak on the 
silver question, and an-effort has been 
made to reach an agreement between 
the friends and opponents of free coin- 
age to provide that the debate and con- 
sideration of the bill by paragraph. 
shall run the whole week. No under- 
‘standing was reached, however, as the 
silver men wantthe agreement to in- 
““clide a stipulatiog that shail 
be taken at the ena of the weck, with- 
out the indnigence ia filibustering tac- 
tics, ‘but the anti-free coinage Demo- 
crats are not, as a body, willing to bind 
themsclves in this particular. Some of 
the opponents of the biil discourage 
filibustering, but others believe they 
shonld use every proper means within 
their powerto defeat it. Unless the 
silver question runs through the week, 
Friday, and two hours of Saturday, will 
be given upeitherto bills relating to 
private claims or tothe Naval Appro- 
priation Bill. 

In the Senate the Indian appropria- 
tion bill will be taken up tomorrow. 
‘The West Virginia Direct Tax Bill is 
set for Tuésday, and immediately after 
the bill is disposed of two bills of much 
public interest will be considered, viz: 
The. Mississippi River and Columbia 
River Improvement bills, including an 
aggregate appropriation of about 
$18,000,000. The bill for the relief of 
settlers on public lands is also within 
reach. On Tuesday legislative 
business will be suspended for several 
hours while the Senate listens to 
eulogies upon the late Senator Hearst 
‘of California. The most interesting 
proceedings in the Senate, however, 
are expected to occur in executive ses- 
sion, as was the case last week. The 
Bering Sea arbitratiou treaty is pend- 
ing and action upon it will doubtless be 
taken as soon as posssble after the 
reception of Lord Salisbury’s response 
to Wharton’s last note. 

But blocking the way of the Bering 
Sea treaty is another matter over which 
the Senate has been much. agitated 
drring the last few days, namely, the re- 
vision of the Russian extradition treaty, 
which promises to give rise to much 
discussion. Strong opposition has de- 
' veloped to the clause which relates to 
the extradition of persons charged with 
capital offenses. Aneffort will be made 
to secure an amendment to except from 
extradition persons committing even 
murder for political reasons, which 
is construed to. exempt from ex- 
‘tradition Nihilists attempting regicide. 
{t is-etated that ifit isso amended the 
creaty will be obnoxious to the Russian 
government. Itis urged that it would 
be foolhardy for the United States to 
impair the strength of the friendship 
and interest which now bind together 
the United States. and Russia and thus 
lose the support of one of the first mili-. 
‘tary powers of the world at atime 
when diplomatic complications exist in 
the relations of the United States and 
“Great Britain, which might, in certain 
contingencies, result in actual war. 
These views have already been ex- 
pounded at length to the Senate, but 
there will doubtless be further discus- 
sion of the subject during the week. 


GEN. MILES'S VIEWS. 


The Army and National Guard in Need of 
Better Support. ‘ 
March 20.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Gen. Nelson A. Miles, 
‘in an interview, speaking of the army 
and navy and National Guard, said: 
“In proportion to our wealth and popu- 
lation the army is reduced to the ex- 
treme minimum. It is small but most 
efficient. In intelligence. courage and 
patriotism it will compare  favor- 
ably with any in the world. The 
same may be said of the Na- 
tional Guard. Yet in order have 
theu properly equipped and prepared 
one of two things must be done; either 
the press of the country must tell the 
plain truth and educate the public 
mind up to our real condition and ne- 
‘cessities, or we must meet some disas- 
ter that may check our progress and 
burden: us with a national debt that 
‘would last ‘for. another

navy -responsidble for 4000 miles of 
frontier. ort tions will some day 
receive from the American people the 
consideration such as defenses ve.

ANTELOPE VALLEY. 


The Region Around Rosamond—Improve- 
ments and Prospects. 

RosaMonD, March 14, 1892.—Rosa- 
mond, ‘‘as the bird flies,’’ is forty-five 
miles due north of Los Angeles and 
just over the Kerncounty line. It is on 
the line of the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road, midgvay between Lancaster and 
Mojave, and is the shipping point for a 
large scope of as fertile and thriving a 
country as can be found in Southern 
California. To the west for many 
miles the Soil is a rich alluvial, the sur- 
face smooth and sloping gently to the 
south and east. The land is easy to 
plow and tilland exceedingly adapted 
to the use of farming machinery, as for 
example, the combined harvesters, of 
which there are a number in use in the 
valley and several more contracted for 
for the coming season. The prospect 
for arich harvest is very fine indeed. 

The valley is fast settling up, and 
settlers just now are straining every 
nerve to get as much land as possible 
broken up for seeding next year. This 
is called ‘“summer-fallowing.’”? The 
plowing is done in the spring and in the 
fall the sced is harrowed in. The yield 
per acre~ has. heretofore been very 
large, and the quality of the grain is 
not exceeded anywhere in the world. 
In fact, there are but one or two locali- 
ties in California that come anywhere 
near cqualing it. 

This year hundreds of acres of land 
are being settotreesand vines. LEvery- 
body seems to have caught the spirit of 
improvement—even the speculators who 
bought merely to profit by the enter- 
prise of their more go-ahead neighbors. 
‘The latter though, in many cases, com- 
mencing with nothing, are now becom- 
ing prosperous and wealthy, with a 
good balance in bank, and a new bank 
of their own, in Lancester, just 
started. 

To give the reader a general idea of 
the valley let me speak more in detail. 
I will commence on the extreme north 
side at Oak Creek. The Oak Creek 
Land and Water Company has been at 
‘work two years and -have “some twenty 
sections of land upon. which it can now 
put water:' They will cultivate 3000 


acres the coming season. Plenty ‘of: 


water can be had forall this section of 
the country, though the rainfall is 
abundant for all practical purposes. 

A large proportion of the land is 
owned by speculators, still there isa 
good deal quite as good that yet be- 
longs to Uncle Sam and. is -open to 
homesteaders, or to entry under the 
Desert act. 

At Willow Springs is the old stage 
station. an important point when there 
was a stage line from Los Angeles to 
Bakersfield. Its adobe walls are nearly 
melted away, but old pioneers. will 
remember it. Springs is owned 
by Gen. Beale, It would be a great 
thing for this point of the country if it 
was again a stationona well-managed 
stage line. | 

Now we are on the lowest beach, and 
to the eye it looks perfectly level, 


-though it hasa gradual slope to the 


east. The three townships, from the 
mouth of Cottonwood Creek to Rosa- 
mond, soil, water and rainfall consid- 
ered, are my choice of all the valley, 
though the land clear across and west 
tothe Tejon Pass, is hard to beat. 
Around Maynard, Fairmont and Nee- 
uach, and west, much work is being 
done. There are wheat fields as much 
as 3000 acres in extent. The whole 
county is under cultivation, and hun- 
dreds of acres in trees and vines. 

One might ride over this great valley 
for weeks and still be undecided where 
to settle, allisso attractive. East of 
the railroad are thousands of acres of 
fine land. Palmdaleis mostly. settled 
by Germans. Germans, however, are 
all over the valley, and wherever they 
are they are prosperous and are doing 
their full share in developing the coun- 
try. 

Fairmont, known as the Pasadena 
colony, is settled mainly by Eastern 
people. There is alsoa Scotch settle- 
ment, and English people are scattered 
all over the valley. A more healthful 
region cannot be found in the world.

THEIR WEDDING RINGS A BURDEN. 


What Married Women in the Upper Congo 
Have to Endure. 

The Bayanzi, who live along the 
Upper Congo, have a strange custom 
which makes life a burden to the mar- 
ried woman. Brass rods are welded 
into great rings around the necks of the 
wives. Many of these rings worn by 
the women whose husbands are weil-to- 
do weigh as much as thirty pounds, and 
this burden must be carried by the poor 
creatures as long as they live. Fre- 
quently one sees a poor woman whose 
neck is galled by the heavy weight, and 
in places the skin is rubbed off by the 
ring. This is a sure sign that the ring 
has been recently welded around the 
neck. After ashort time the skin be- 
comes calloused, and then the strange 
ornament producrs no abrasion. The 
weight is a perpetual tax on the en- 
ergies. 

In every crowd of women may be 
seen a number who are supporting the 
ring with their hands, and thus fora 
time relieving their weary shoulders of 
the burden. The ring is never put 
around a woman’s neck until she is be- 
lieved to have attained her full physical 
development. Onceon it is no easy 
matterto getitoff. The natives have 
no files, and, although they can hammer 


“ a lot of brass rods into one, it is very 


difficult for them to cut the thick mass 
of metal. Women who increase largely 
in flesh-after the rings have been fast- 
ened to their necks are in danger of 
strangling to death, and instances of 
this sort have occurred. The women, 
however, regard the cumbrous orna- 
ment with pride. They imagine that it 
enhances their importance and beauty, 
and wear their burdens with light 
hearts. Brass is the money. of the coun- 
try, and in putting it sibuad their

pended.

@On- the 25th of August. 1890, the 
City Cowncil had presented to it, by 


City Attorney McFarland. an ordinance 
numbered 768. This ordinance was 
prepared by Messrs. Is!akeman and Bor- 


den, attorneys for the Pacilic Rolling 
Miil Company, and Charles 
the City Attorney. Section 1 of the 
ordinance was as follows: 


That the franchise heretofore granted 
unto I. W. Hellman, nuinbered 95, and the 
amendment thereto, crented to the City 
Railway Company, respectively, September 
3, 1883, and Novembcr “27, 1886, are 
hereby revoked and declared forfeited as to 


“all right or rights-of-way granted thereby 
aver, along or upon those streets hereinbe- 
fgre specified, to-wit: Commencing at the 
intersection of Twelfth and Olive strects, 
afid thence running northeasterly along 
Olive street to Fifth strect: thence easterly 
along Fifth street to Spring street; thence 


northerly -along Spring street to First 
étreet. 

At the same sitting. and after. the 
revocation of this franchise. the Coun- 


cil enacted what is now the franchise of 
‘the Gonsolidated Fiectric Company. 
The object of the attempted revocation 
of the franchise of the City Railway 
Company can be seen when it is known 
that the Council had on November 27, 
1886, granted a franchise to John S. 
Griffin over the same route between 
First and Fifth streets on Spring, which 
line is now known as tlie ‘Blue Line’’ of 
horse cars. ‘The franchise to Griffin 
authorizes the use of clectricity as a 
motive power. While both franchises 
were in existence the Council could not 
grant a franchise to the electric com- 
pany on Spring street between Fourth 


and First. Asa legal preposition, the 
Council could not revoke a franchise. 
A decree of court could forfeit a fran- 


chise, and in no other way can it be 
ione. Hence, though the electric road 
is operated on Spring street between 
First and Second, it has no legal right 
there—having been placed there while 
two franchises alréady existed on the 
street. 

During the campaign of 1890 the 
street contractors of the different cities 
of the State combined, under the leader- 
ship of C. M. T. Palmer of Oakland, to 
secure an amendmenttothe Vrooman 
street law, by which streets in Cities 
could be sewered and paved, and bonds 
secured upon the adjacent property is- 
sued in payment therefor. The street 
railways showed a dispositionto fight 
the measure, and the street contrac- 
tors finally decided to take them into 
the combine, and extend the law so that 
these corporations could enjoy its bene- 
fits. Section 438, the last one of the 
act, provides: 

Whenever any railroad track or traeks of 

any description exist upon any street or 
which-the City Council has. er-, 
ered work to be doneor improvements 
ade, excepting therefrom such portion as 
required by law to be kept in order or re- 
Pail by any person or company having 
ailroad tracks thereon, the said Council 
may, at any time thereafter, order such 
erson or cOmpany to. perform upon said 
xcepted portion the work or improve- 
ment similar in all respects to that already 
, Ordered to be performed underthe same 
specifications and superintendence with 
the same materiais, within the same 
time, and to the like satisfaction 
and acceptance. Thereupon, it shall be the 
duty of the clerk of said Council to deliver 
immediately a copy of such order, certi- 
fied by ‘him to such person or company, and 
to make and preserve in his office a certifi- 
cate of such delivery, its date and upon 
whom made. Within fifteen -days 
after receiving the certified copy of said 
order such person or company may file 
With the clerk of said Council a re- 
quest to the Council to have such work or 
improvement perforined for and at the ex- 
ense of such person or company in the 
he manner herein provided. 
But if such person or company files the 
said request that the said Council havesuch 
work or improvement performed ee 
then said City Council may pags an ordi- 
fance of intention to perform said work. 

- . . the Street Superintendent of 
gaid city will issue bonds to represent the 
tost of said work. 

The street contractors of this city 
raised a fund to send their own lobbvist 
to Sacramento to secure the passage of 
the bill. To this fund al! of the street 
failways of this city contributed, and 
Assistant City Attorney Dunn, attorney 
for the street contractors, was sent to 
the State Capitol to assist the Legisla- 
ture in passing the law. Those familiar 
with the history of the late Legislature 
can appreciate the necessity which that 
body was always under for outside help 
when a measure of this kind had to be 
enacted. 

On June 5, 1891, John M. C. Marble, 
one of the moving spirits and manipt- 
lators of the electric railway scheme, 
wrote a letter to Messrs. William Al- 
vord and Lovell White of San Francisco, 
§n which he gave his .views in extenso 
regarding the condition of the cable 
company’s affairs. A few extracts 
from that letter are given to illustrate 
the prophetic eye with which Mr. Mar- 
ble lookedupon the cable property. He 
eaid: 
. The most natural successor of the cable 
company is the new Electric Consolidated 
Company here. Whether itis better 
for this company to absorb it now, or later, 
is an open question. The large amount of 
street paving sure to be done hete soon, kt 
the expense tothe cable company, of not 
less than $22,500 per mile, will 
certainly affect its income, so as to gives 
the probability of a cheaper purchase 
later on. 


My proposition would be that the elec- 
tric company assume the responsibility of 
the property, and in consideration of the 
‘privilege of prepaying, at their pleasure, 
the first mortgages (unless the holders pre- 
fer to retain them at 5 per cent.) to guar- 
@ntee the same. 

The junior security holders of the Pa- 
cific Cable Company, in consideration of 
being relieved from responsibility of an as- 
Sessment, to surrender their stock free to 
the new electric company, and for their 
ether obligations to receive a preferred 
Btock. 

The facts, as I understand them. are, 
that the first mortgage bondholders are in 
Ganger of serious loss by the further de- 
preciation that is sure to come to the cable 
company from very large paving, and legal 
@nd other expenses, that will eventually re. 

uire the issue of receiver's certificates 

“that will get under the bonds. 


. On the 20th of last January the Los 
Angeles Consolidated Electric: Railway 
Company submitted to the first mort- 
gage bondholders of the cable roada

bonds issuca to buy bonds would be il- 
legal and void, as was held by Judge Ross 
inthe San Diego street railway case: 
but they did expect, no doubt, that. 
Judge Wade would not authorize the re- 
ceiver of the cable road to pay the in- 
terest on the &88356,000 of bonds; that 
under the provisions of the deed of 
truston the cable property the trustees, 
Brown and Alvord, of the Bank.of Cali- 
fornia, would at once step in and take 
charge of the cable property, and turn 
Its revenuesinto the hands of the ma- 
nipulators of the clectric scheme. The 
agreement which the bondholders of 
the cable company were to sign ap- 
pointed D. S. Dorn and John McKee to 
become the trustees under the agree- 
ment. Dorn is attorney for the Pacific 
Bank and the Peoples’ Home Savings 
Bank of San Francisco, to which was 
sold a iarge block of Consolidated Elec- 
tric securities, as well as bonds of the 
San Diego bankrupt Street Railway 
Company. Mr. Dorn: is also one 
of the originators of, and a large stock- 
boldexgin, phe electric company. Mr. 
Nickce is attorney for the Bank of Cal- 
ifornia, whose president, Mr. Alvord, 
and-cashier, Mr. Brown, are the trus- 
tees of the first mortgage bonds of the 
Los Angeles Cable Railway Company. 
Mr. Alvord was for many years the 
president of the Pacific rolling mill. 
The Bank of California negotiated the 
sale of the cable bonds, and Mr. Alvord, 
as president of the rolling mill com- 
pany, entered into a contract to furnish 
the material to build the cable road, 
and did furnish it. In this way the 
bank secured the profits resulting from 
the sale of the cable bonds, and the 
cash due to the cable company was paid 
out to Mr. Alvord’s rolling mill com- 
pany. Whenthe cable sponge had been 
squeezed dry, Mr. Alvord, as president 
of the rolling mill company, entered 
into acontract to build and equip the 
electric railway for $675.000—two- 
thirds of which was to be. paid in cash, 
one-third (the profit on the work) in 
bonds of the consolidated company. 

The remarkable agreement under 
Which Dorn and McKee were to be 
trustees bears upon its face some most 
peculiar conditions, one of which is, 
that if the cable road should be sold un- 
der foreclosure of the first mortgage 
bonds (even for the full amount of the 
836 bonds,) that the money paid by the 
redemptioner should go into the 
treasury of the electric company, and 
not to those who exchanged cable bonds 
for the diluted electric bonds. In other 
words, ifthe property should be re- 
deemed after sale the $836,000 would 
be under the control of the stockholders 
of the electric company, and the only 
security the former owners of the cable 
bonds would have for their property 
would be $836,000 of a $3,000,000 
issue of bonds secured upon a property 
which had cost the manipulators less 
than $1,000,000, and without the 
cable property could not pay operating 
expenses,and interest on $1,000,000 of 
debt. And if the electric managers 
were willing to pro-rate the redemption 
fund of $836,000 upon all of the bonds 
of the electric company, the original 
886 bonds would receive only about 27 
cents on the dollar. 

On January 25,-1892, the Council 
passed ordinance No. 1193, ordering 
the Pacific Railway, as the successor of 
the ‘Los Angeles Cable Company, to 
pave with bituminous rock all that por- 
tion of Figueroa street between Wash- 
ington and Pico streets, and to have the 
work completed on or before May 15, 
1892. This order was served upon the 
receivers on February 2, 1892. 


Upon receipt of this order the re- 


ceiver applied to Judge Wade for or- 
ders as to what should be done in the 
premises. In his petition to the court 
the receiver recited the action of the 
Councilin attempting to vacate the 
franchise of the City Railway, and 
asked permission to abandon _ so 
much of the franchise as lay south 
of Sixth and Olive’ streets; and 
also asked for an order ‘that he be 
authorized to file with the Clerk of the 
Citv of Los Angeles a request to the 
Council to have the work and improve- 
ments done on Figueroa and Pearl 
streets, and that said work be 
done and bonds issued in payment 
therefor as provided by statute.”’ 

Thereupon, on February 16, 1892, 
the Court made the following order: 

The matter of the petition of J. F. Crank, 
receiver, relating, among other things, to 
the grading and paving of Pearl and 
Figueroa streets, between Pico street and 
Washington street, being duly considered, 
said J. F. Crank is ordered and directed to 
gerve notice upon the Clerk of the Council 
of the city of Los Angeles that the Pacific 
Railway Company requests that if said 
street isto be graded and paved, or any 
improvements made thereon chargeable to 
the Pacific Ratheag Company, such work and 
improvements be performed by the city of 
Los Angeles, and that bonds be issued for 
the payment of said improvements as pro- 
vided by law. W. P. WADE, Judge. 

On the same date the receiver served 
the following notice by filing the same 
with the City Clerk: 

To the honorable Mayor and Council of the 
City of Los Angeles: The undersigned, re- 
ceiver of the Pacific Railway Company, 
hereby notifies your honorable body that 
under and in pursuance of the order of the 
court, a copy of which said order is hereto 
attached, the Pacific Railway Company re- 
quests your honorable body that the im- 
provements to be made upon Pearl and 
Figueroa streets as indicated in ordinance 
No. 1193, new series, approved the 28th 
day of January, 1892, be made by the city 
of Los Angeles, and that bonds be issued 
for the payment thereof as provided by 
law. J. F. CRANK, .. 

Receiver. 

The Council referred these communi- 
cations to the City Attorney, who was 
supposed to know that the Griffin fran- 
chise was in existence and operation, 
for it was set forth in the ordinance 
drawn by him and passed by the Coun- 
cil on August 25, 1890. 

On the day in the present month set 
apart for the hearing by the court of 
the petition of Receiver Crank for 
authority to pay the interest onthe 
886 first-mortgage bonds, there ap- 
peared in court D. P. Hatch, Esq., 


claiming to represent all of the said 


bondholders, and asked the court not 
to grant the petition because the bond- 
holders did not want to be paid. Mr. 
Collins appeared for the Bank of Cali- 
fornia, which owned over 100 of 
the bonds, and objected to _ the 
interest payment on the ground’ 
that the bank had advanced 
money to pay a previous installment 
of interest, and wanted the money re- 
paid before any otherclaim was settled. 
The bank claimed about $12,000, the 
amount of the quarterly interest. The 
petition of the receiver showed that he 
had only aboyt $22,000, and if the 
claim of the bank was paid he could not 
meet the interest due March 15, 1892. 
Judge Wade thereupon ordered the ten- 
der of the interest due on March 15th 
tothe bondholders, whom Mr. Hatch 
stated did not want their money, and 
later advices show that they received it. 

On March 14, 1892, the City Attor- 
ney filed with the Council his opinion 
upon the request of Receiver Crank that 
the city order such portion of the im- 
provements of Pearl and Figueroa 
streets as were chargeable to the Pa- 
cific Railway Company to be covered by 
bonds, as provided -by law. The report 
is as follows’ 

THE CRANK PAVING PROPOSITION, — 

In the matter of the petition of Re- 
ceiver Crank, of the cable company, in 
the matte r of street paving, the City 
Attorney presented the following re- 
port, which was adopted:

Council by J. F. Crank, receiver of the Pa- 
cific Railway Company, requesting that all 
improvements to be made upon Pearl and 
Figueroa streets in the way of paving be 
made by the city of Los Angeles, and that 
bonds be issued for the payment as pro- 
vided by law, I must confessIam in con- 
siderable doubt as to what is meant by this 
request. 

On January 23, 1892, the Council passed 
an ordinance directing this company to pave 
between its‘thacks and for two feet on each 
side with bitwininous lime rock from Pico 
street to Washington street. This ordi- 
nance was served upon the company on 
February 3; a few days after which the re- 
ceiver petitioned the Superior Conrt, re- 
citing that the Pacific Railway Company 
was the lessee of all the interest of the City 
Railway Company in a franchise for a 
street railway which covered Main, First, 
Spring, Fifth, Olive, Twelfth, Pearl and 
Figueroa streets; that the company had 
been ordered to pave on Figueroa street as 
above stated, and asking permission to be 
allowed to abandon tothe city of Los An- 
geles allinterest which the railway com. 
pany hadin that portion of the franchise 
west of Sixth street (which includes Figue- 
roa street,) and also asking to be allowed to 
remove the tracks cn Olive south of Sixth 
and on Twelfth to Pearl, which petition was 
granted by the court on an ex parte mo. 
tion, and on the same day the-receiver was 
instructed to give the City Council the 
notice above referred to. On reading 
this notice I was of the opinion that the 
company intended to abandon all its rights 
upon Figueroa street, between Pico and 
Washington, and cease running’ cars 
thereon, butI have since discovered that 
the company alsoowns a franchise origi- 
nally granted to J. S: Griffin for this same 
street and that they propose to run their 
cars by virtue thereof, Just it became 
necessary to surrender to the city its inter- 
estin the lease of the first-mentioned fran- 
chise immediately after being notified to 
pave I cannot understand, but it was cer- 
tainly not for the purpose of facilitating or 
simplifying the proceedings to compel the 
company to pave. It will be observed that 
it is only proposed to abandon to the city 
its interest in the lease of a franchise. 
What becomes of the other portion of the 
franchise? Does the company expect the 
cost of any portion of the work to be 
assessed against gthe interest which the 
original grantor has in the franchise? 
The company also surrenders its interest in 
the franchise to the city and asks that the 
city have the work of paving performed by 
the city and bonds issued as provided by 
law. Bonds on what? City bonds or bonds 
on the franchise surrendered to the city? 
Section 43 of the Vrooman Act provides 
that after the Council has ordered work 
done on a street it may order the company 
or person haying the railroad. tracks 
thereon to pave, etc., and, among other 


within 4tifteen davs after receiving such no- 
tice, assume the pertormance of the work, 
or request the Council to have such work or 
improvement performed for and at the ex- 
pense of such person or company, and that 
the Council may pass an ordinance of inten- 
tion to have the work performed and bonds 
issued, which would be a lien upon that 
portion of the franchise andtracks along 
which said work has been done. There 
is no provision that the company can re- 
quest that the improvements be made by 
the city, and asit has not requested that 
they may ‘be made atthe expense of the 
company it has not complied with the re- 
quirements of the act and is not entitled to 
its benefits. Ihave not made these tech- 
nical objections for the purpose of being 
captious or hypercritical, but to show what 
complications will arise in case we attempt 
to issue bonds. The cost of this paving 
will amount to a _ considerable sum of 
money, and in view of all the facts I doubt 
if any contractor could be found who would 
do the work and take the bonds on a portion 
of the franchise and tracksalong which the 
work has been performed, and unless such 
a contractor could be found that portiou 
of the street between the tracks would 
probably remain unpaved for years. I 
believe that whenever practicable street 
railway companies should be allowed to 
have bonds issued for their paving. but in 
this case, considering the uncertainty of , 
the proceedings and the heavy incum- 
brances already a lien upon the property of 
this company, I would advise that the re. 
ceiver be notified that the City Council re- 
fuses to accept the surrender to the city of 
the interest the company has in the City 
Railway Company franchise, and that it 
does not recognize the right of the com. 
pany to demand that the work bé paid for 
with bonds, and that the company is ex. 
pected to pave forthwith, as directed in or. 
dinance No. 1193 (new series) and as re. 
quired by the provisions of the Civil Code 
and the franchise under which itis operat- 
ing. 

But one comment on that remarkable 
document is necessary, which is, that 
the tracks, franchises, property of 
every kind.and nature of the horse-car 
lines operated by the Pacific Company 
in Los Angeles are entirely free from 
every kind of debt, there being no 
mortgages upon any of them; no judg- 
ments against them, and therefore no 
‘heavy incumbrances’’ of which the 
City Attorney makes mention. 

The foregoing bit of history is called 
out by the statement made by Receiver 
Crank on Friday to the Board of Public 
Works that there was collusion be- 
tween Mr. Dunn and other parties to 
force the street railways to pay in cash 
for the street improvements for which 


they are liable.

FIGUEROA STREET IMPROVEMENT. 


To be Graded, Graveled and Sidewalked 
from Washington to City Limits. 
At a meeting of the property-owners 
on Figueroa street, held Thursday even- 
ing at the residence of Maj. George H. 
Bonebrake, for the purpose of discuss- 
ing and devising means for improving 
said street from Washington to the city 
limits, Maj. Bonebrake presided and 
Thomas A. Lewis waselected secretary. 
On motion of J. S. Slauson it was re- 
solved by a vote of 16 to 383 that 
Figueroa street, from Washington to the 
city limits, be graded, graveled, curbed 
and sidewalked, and on motion the 
chairman appointed the following Com- 
mittee on Specifications: Jndge Charles 
Silent, John M. Stewart and J. S. Vos- 
burg. 
W. J. Brodrick called the attention of 
the meeting to the question of the vast 
amount of storm water that was turned 
into Figueroa street by the city author- 
ities. 
This question was discussed at length 
and on motion of J..S. Siauson a sub- 
scription of money was at once started 
for the purpose of enjoining the city 
from turning the unnatural flow on 
Figueroa street at Washington or any 
other point from Washington street to 
the city limits. 
On motion the chairman appointed J. 
S. Slauson, W. J. Brodrick, John M. 
Stewart and Frank Thomas to raise the 
amount of money needed for expenses 
in bringing the suit against the city. 
On motion of James Cosby Judge 
Silent was employed by the property- 
owners for the stipulated fee of $250 
to bring said suit and follow it to a de- 
cision in the court of last resort, if 
necessary, to establish the rights of the 
property-owners.

The Water Question Still Being Agitated 
—The Boulevard Contracts

The water question is still agitating the 
Council, and at its meeting Saturday after- 
noon Mr. Canfield appeared for the third 
time in behalf of the Water Company and 
made a lengthy, logical statement in sup- 
port of his argument, and Judge Day re- 
sponded for the comissioners, and in the 
course of his statement he called the atten- 
tion of the Council tothe fact that at the 
meter rates recommended by the expert 
the revenue to the company would be 
$25.000, while the Council had fixed the 
maximum revenue at $23,000.

He strove to 
ord to the Council thatin the separate 
bid of planting trees and keeping them in 
ordef, he had madea mistake, and that 
said error had been made by him through 
a misunderstanding, and that instead of 
said bid of $400, he wanted $600 more. 
Councilman Wait was of the opinion that 
the Council should hold Mr. Mahoney to his 
original bid, and, made a motion to that 
effect, which was not seconded. After con- 
sultation by Council with City Attorney 
Capt. McNulta, a motion was made that J. 
J. Mahoney be allowed $1000 for said 
work. which was passed, thus increasing 
the cost of the boulevard $00.

PLANTS EAT INSECTS. 


At Least Some of Them Do, According to 
Darwin. 
{The Spectator. ] 

Francis Darwin, the son of the great 
naturalist, has been investigating the 
effect on the insectivorous plants of 
supplving them with and withholding 
from them animal food. ‘‘He grew two 
lots of plants under similar conditions. 
One lot he fed with roast meat, one-fif- 
tieth of a grain being placed on the se- 
creting glands, while from the other all 
such material was carefully excluded. 
The results were’ most marked in the 
number and weight of the seeds. The 
number of seeds ‘produced by the fed 
plants was as 240 to 100 of the unfed 
ones, while the total weight of the 
seeds, was as. 380 to 100.’’ In other 
words. the plants which were restricted 
to a vegetarian diet were invalids com- 
pared with the plants furnished with 
animal food. 

Should not that do something toward 
convincing the vegetarians that their 
doctrine does not make for health? It 
is difficult to suppose that if there are 
even some vegetables which do not 
flourish on a vegetable diet there can be 
anything against nature in supplying 
animals provided with all the instincts 
and organs which appear to point to a 
carnivorous diet with a considerable 
proportion of animal food. And we 
suppose that the heavier seed would 
imply also more fertile seed. At least 
it is so with wheat, where the heavier 
the grain the more abundant is its fer- 
tility.

AT THE CHURCHES. 


Dr. Gilbert at the First Methodist 
Chureh. 


The Seattle Minister Greeted by an 
Immense Congregation. 


Dr. Thomson’s Discourse atthe Church 
of the Unity. 
Interesting Address by Rev. Dr. Read at 
the First Baptist Church—Rev. B. 
W. Re Tayler on the Prayer- 
book—Notes. 


When people go to church expecting 
to hear their own pastor the announce- 
ment that a stranger will occupy the 
pulpit does not always meet with cor- 
dial approbation. A thrill of unusual 
interest passed through the immense 
congregation of the First Methodist 
Church, however, yesterday morning 
when the pastor announced that Rev. 
Dr. Gilbert of Seattle, who has been 
appointed to the pulpit of the First 
Methodist Church at Cleveland, O., re- 
cently made vacant by Dr. Campbell, 
would preach the morning sermon. 
The feelings of affection and admiration 
which Dr. Campbell 
among his people here by his able min- 
istry have given them a touch of sym- 
pathy for the congregation left pastor 
less at Cleveland, and it was therefore 
with a lively sense of interest that 
they listened to the sermon of his suc- 
cessor. 

That Dr. Gilbert is a. natural orator, 
a profound scholar, a thorough Bible 
student and a deep thinker, and has the 
power to clothe’ his thoughts in words 
of such vividness and force asto leave 
a lasting impress was amply proven by 
his eloquent sermon yesterday. A man 
of unusual culture and brilliance, he 
speaks fluently, without manuscript or 
note of any kind. His text yesterday 
morning was from John viii:12, ‘Il am 
the Light of the World.’ He first dwelt 
upon the grandeur and sublimity of light, 
and in connection with this thought 
gave a beautiful description of a sun- 
rise ow Lake Superior which he had 
once witnessed. The luminous radiance 
of the sun is the emblem of Christ, who 
isthe light of the world. In, every 
great religion there has been some ray 
of truth, some glimmer of light, but the 
religion of Christ combines all the rays. 
The names of Buddha and Confucius 
stand out resplendent. It was no small 
thing to be the light of Asia, but in- 
finitely more to be the light of the 
world. Sir Edwin Arnold had to leave 
out many of the grotesque things of the 
Buddhist religion in order to make 
his ‘‘Light of Asia’? readable. In the 
history of Jesus Christ nothing is left 
out. He is the intellectual light of the 
world as well asthe spiritual. Luther 
and the Renaissance came hand in hand. 
He whose only writing was when He 
stooped and wrote upon the sands has 
set in motion thousands of pens. 

There is avast amount of supersti- 
tion in these days. The absurdities of 
theosophy and spiritualism have crept 
into modern religion, but turn the pure, 
white light of the gospel upon the world 
and swe forget our long-drawn-out 
creeds, our denominational and secta- 
rian differences, and all lay our hands 
upon the magnetic hand of Christ. No 
problem which vexes society but may 


'be solved by the light which shines 


from the pages of the Bible. :

THE CHURCH OF THE UNITY. 

The topic announced for Dr. J. S. 
Thomson’s sermon vesterday was that 
much-vyexed and often-debated subject, 
“The Sin Against the Holy Ghost,’’ 
from the text Matthew xii:31-32. 

Christ had performed the miracle of 
curing the deaf and dumb man, and his 
enemies, unable to deny the wonder, 
said spitefully that he was helped by 
Satan. His protest against the allega- 
tion was in the words of the text and 
was a protest against their denial of 


the Spirit of God, which possessed him 


and by the help of which he accom- 
plished wonders. But his works were 
contrary to the bigoted prejudices of 
the men of the time, so they hid in 
what has become a time-worn refuge 
and attributed whatever was contrary 
to their experience to the aid of the 
evil one. If a man wants to deceive 
people he will appeal to their preju- 
dices. But Jesus made His appeal to the 
reason, the heart and the conscience. 
A church that is going to stand the 
strain that is coming upon all churches 
must make its appeals to the people in 
like manner. Churches must show that 
they can be | useful or they 
must die, and the spirit of the age de- 
mands that the churches of Christ 
should show love to one another. The 
acceptance of Jay Gould’s donation 
raised the question, *‘Is the church the 
friend of the rich?”’ 

The sin against the Holy Ghost is 
committed every day by people who see 
the good in other religions, in other 
sects, in other people, but who willingly 
shut their eyes to what they see, and 
are really influenced by spite, not love. 
There is no excuse for seeing the good, 
and then denying it. 

Would Christ himself deny the good 
in the Mohammedan religion ,with its 
250,000,000 followers, or in the re- 
ligion of the Parsees? The Catholic 
Father, who went out to examine the re- 
ligion of Buddhism, reported that the 
system contained exerything that was 
essential in the’Roman Church, but he, 
too, came tothe conclusion that the 
devil had put it theré. The mission- 
aries are today beginning to recognize 
the necessity of a broader treatment of 
their desired converts. Those who ob- 
ject to the Catholics should remember 
that some of the sweetest, noblest and 
holiest spirits that ever lived have be- 
longed to its communion. - 

The subject for next Sunday was an- 
nounced as ‘‘The New Birth.’’ The 
offertory solo was sung by Prof. Kut- 
ner. 

FIRST BAPTIST CHURCH. 

It is becoming generally known that 
the venerable pastor, Rev. Dr. Read, is 
a persistent and zealous advocate of the 
principles, faith and doctrines of the 
primitive church, and that the great 
and only true mission of the church is 
to win souls. In keeping with these 
views, and the simple teachings of the 
New Testament, was his sermon yester- 
day morning, founded on Ephesians 
iv:15, 16, suggesting the topic, ‘‘The 
Church, Its True End, Origin and Life.’’

8T. JOHN’S EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 

A full congregation gathered at St. 
John’s Episcopal Church yesterday 
afternoon to listen to Rev. B. W. R. 
Tayler’s lecture on ‘‘The Prayer-book.’’ 
The liturgical character of the services 
of the Episcopal Church is that which 
differentiates it most from the worship 
of other denominations. No true 
churchman will sneer at or ridicule 
those methods which ‘non-liturgical 
bodies employ in.divine service, for the 
main essentials of prayer are not the in- 
flexion, the flawless language, or the 
rounded sentences, but rather the Sin- 
cerity and the necessity of the petition. 
At the same time there is little doubt, 
Mr. Tayler held, even among those who 
are not Episcopalians, that a liturgical 
service is better fitted for public wor- 
ship, and non-liturgical bodies are grad- 
ually drifting into a liturgical form of 
service. The essence of public worship 
and prayer is ‘‘Let not thy heart be 
hasty to utter anything before God.’’ 
In the prayer-book there is no redun- 
dant verbiage; there is the necessity 
felt, the necessity expressed, the relief 
asked for. | 

The liturgical and elaborate character 
of the Temple worship—worship pleas- 
ing to God—was dwelt upon. The 
growth of the prayer-book from the 
Ephesine Liturgy of St. John, and the 
history of the beok through the reforma- 
tion and .post-reformation periods was 
clearly elaborated, and the dictum of 
Dr. Phelps of Andover University 
quoted, that as ‘an equipoise of 
balanced virtues, the prayer-book was 
unrivalled.’’ It isthe rector’s intention 
to conduct the services at St. John’s 
Church in accordance with the prayer- 
book, both ritually and spiritually, so 
far as he is able, and a strong plea was 
made for unwavering fidelity to the un- 
adulterated doctrines of the church as 
expressed in this book. 

TRINITY METHODIST CHURCH. 

Bishop Atticus G. Haygood, who has 
been suffering from a severe cold for 
several days, occupied the pulpit at 
Trinity yesterday. His most excellent 
discourse was from the text, ‘‘Count it 
all joy when ye fall into divers tempta- 
tions.’’

Trouble is met by the 
world in one of two ways—the Epicur- 
ean, which seeks to drown sorrow and 
trials by indulging passions and appe- 
tites, and the Stoic, which fortities 
itself behind a bulwark of pride, and 
endures aso-called fate.

The Conduct of Funerals. 

A prominent minister of Los Angeles 
writes Tue Times: ‘‘Some of us minis- 
ters art very anxiousto have the fol- 
lowing action, taken by the Chicago 
Ministerial Association, published in 
your church column.’’. Doubtless the 
suggestions below will receive the in- 
dorsement of the Los Angeles clergy. 

The members of the Central North Chi- 
cago Ministerial Association offer the fol- 
lowing suggestions to the people under 
their pastoral care, relative to the conducc 
of funerals, with a view to greater uni- 
formity in the promotion of customs more 
in accord with the best Cnristian sentiment. 
We recommend: 


First—That there be, ordinarily, no pub-. 


lic invitation to the funeral services. 

Second—That no funeral be held on Sun- 
day when it is possible to avoid it. 

Third—That attending friends view the 
deceased, if at all, as they enter, and that 
the casket be closed immediately upon the 
conclusion of the services. 

Fourth—That a service is ordinarily com- 
plete which consists simply of the readin 
of the scripture selections and prayer, an 
that it may be properly concluded at the 
house, without any addition at the grave. 

Fifth—That only such persons accompany 
the relatives to the grave as may be per- 
sonally requested to do so. 

Sixth—That needless expense, whether of 
carriages, flowers, or other matters, be 
avoided. 

Seventh—That in view of their multiplied 
and often exacting ministerial engage- 
ments, pastors be not requested to go to 
the cemetery. 

Eighth—That it be remembered. that 
Christian sentiment is not in accord with 
the practice, to which some have felt con- 
strained to conform, of adopting heavy 
mourning costumes after the death of 
friends. 

These suggestions are made in sincere 
sympathy for such as may be afflicted, and 
with the desire to minister to them as best 
we may.

WESTBROOK’S CAPTURE. 


The Embezziler Found in a San Francisco 
Lodging-house. 

Deputy Constable Harry Johnson will 
probably arrive this afternoon or to- 
morrow morning from San Francisco 
with M. C. Westbrook. the Santa Fé 
embezzler recently captured in that 
city, as has been heretofore published. 
The Examiner of Saturday gives the 
following details of the capture: 

At 11 o'clock last night Detectives Byram 
and Whittaker arrested Moses -C. West- 
brook, formerly in the service of the Atchi- 
son, Topeka and Santa Fé Railroad and 
stationed in Los Angeles. The charge 
against himis felony embezzlement, based 
on the fact that after he left Los Angeles, 
which he did about six weeks ago, an inves- 
tigation of his books and accounts showed 
that he was short. His sition Was one 
connected with the land office of the rail- 
road company. 

When Westbrook left Los Angeles it was 
not with the intention, so far as can be 
learned, of going away for good, but sim- 
ply for ashort vacation. He went to Santa 

arbara, but immediatdly after his depart- 
_ure his superiors, who had somehow become 
suspicious, had an investigation made with 
the result stated. The shortage, as at first 
discovered, however, was not very large. 

Westbrook somehow obtained an inkling 
of what had taken place, and, instead of 
going backto Los Angeles, came to San 
Francisco. Heremainedin thecity, how. 
ever, but a few days, then sailing for Hono- 
lulu onthe steamer Australia. For some 
reason or other he only remained at the 
capital of the island kingdom for four days, 
coming directly back to San Francisco and 
landing here practically penniless. 

Shortly after his arrival he sent word to 
Los Angeles that he would return thither 
in a few days and arrange about his short- 
age, but he was not permitted to do so, if 
such had really been his intention. The 
detectives were on his track almost from 
the moment of his return, and the arrest, 
as stated, took place last night. 

Westbrook was captured in a Bush street 
lodging-house, and took his arrest very 
quietly. He declined to talk at any length 
about the circumstances which had led to 
his being ‘‘wanted,’’ but acknowledged 
briefly that he had been a little short. It 
resulted, he said, from his having taken 
money to pay certain debtswith. The com- 
plete story of his embezzlement and the 
circumstances under which he committed 
them was published in the Examiner of the 
15th of February. 

Westbrook is a decidedly genteel looking 
fellow, about five feet eight inches in 
height, with dark hair and eyes, and, in 
spite of his being out of money, he was 
very well dressed when arrested. He is a 


now in Michigan. 


Westbrook was interviewed in his 
cell by a Chronicle reporter, and when 
explaining how he had been walking 


out being arrested, said: 


I suppose they have been looking for me 
in low groggeries and dives, but I have 
been passing my time in the lobby of the 
Palace, for I am inclined to be rather nice 
in my ways, and donot frequent low places. 
When [left Los Angeles I took a run over 


then came up here and sailed on the Aus- 
tralia for Honolulu. I only stopped there 
four days, for I had made up my mind to go 
back to Los Angeles and face the music. I 
did not wait for a steamer, but came back 
on asugar boat. I got here last Sunday 
and have been here ever since. I met sev. 
eral Los Angeles people on the street and 
_— to them, andI supposed, ef course, 
the police were looking tor me. I went 
dead broke a day or two ago and wrote to 
Los Angeles for money to go there with, 
and I presume that letter led tomy arrest. 
Well, lam gladof it. They will pay my 
fare now.
